CMC SERIES TIED

ORANGE, CAL, May 24, 1970 — The 
second race of the CMC’s Golden State 
Series was held at Saddleback Park and 
when the day’s racing was over the 
series was locked in a five way tei be- 
tween three Juniors and two Intermedi- 
ates, 

The track conditions were best ever 
for Saddleback and the newcourse layout 
met much approval from all the riders. 
It was overcast most of the day so the 
sun didn’t dry things out badly and dust 
was at a minimum. 

Bryar Holcomb wheeled his Penton in 
for the win in the 125 Ex.-Int, class, and 
Intermediate rider Mark Rick held down 
second, 

Holcomb looked good in the 250 Ex,-Int, 
class but could not best Bultaco rider 
Tom Rapp who won two motos and finish- 
ed second in the other. Mike Runyard 
was the real fireball of the class and 
flew to an impressive win the first leg 
but in the second go his bike quit only a 
few yards from the checkered flag and 
Rapp zoomed by to take the win. Mike’s 
machine quit again in the final moto and 
again Rapp took the win and Holcomb 
followed him in for second, 

The 500 Ex.-Int. class beglonged to 
San Diego’s Bill Silverthorn from start 
to finish, Veteran Chuck Minert (BSA) 
took the lead in the first leg with Mon- 
tesa mounted Mike Runyard second and 
trying to get by. Silverthorn had a very 
bad start but rode his Husky like the 
wind and zapped the pair of front run- 
ners at one time by taking the outside of 
a turn, The second moto was Bill’sfrom 
start to finish, but in the final leg he 
again came from behind to take over 
the lead, 

Ken Cooke waxed the first division 
125 Juniors to pick up six series points 
and tie him for the lead, D. Davis 
hustled his Bultaco in for second behind 
Cooke’s Yamaha and S. Porter picked 
up a third on a Bultaco, 

Jeff Jackson pulled off the win in the 
first division of the 250 Juniors for his 
place in the series tie, His competition 
came in the form of Bultaco mounted J. 
Natelborg who finished second and Jim 
Cooke who wheeled his CZ in for third 
behind Jackson’s haulin’ Husky. 

The 500 Junior class went to Steve 
Rauch on a CZ, G, Hughes picked up 
second on another CZ, and Maico rider 
W, Burrell brought up third, 

Ken Bowser’s second place finish be- 
hind J. Reyes in the 100 Junior class 
made him the third Junior tied up for the 
series. Dave Smith’s fourth overall and 
first Intermediate placed him in the 
series tie along with Mike Cram who was 
second Intermediate in the 500 class, 

The third event of the series will be 
back at Carlsbad on June 21. See you 
there.

Morgan Takes 100’s

RED ROCK CANYON, CALIF, May 24, 
1970— Mike ‘‘The Bike’’ Patrick, aboard 
the new 360cc Yamaha, grabbed a well 
deserved win in the Victor’s M,C, Hare 
and Hound Sunday, while Mike Mulconery, 
jumping out of the 100cc class and onto 
a big Husky, grabbed the first place 
Novice trophy. 

Tron Man Morgan picked up his Hodaka 
after a down hill endo and went on to 
take first overall in the 100cc division, 

The event was held in one of the best 
areas in the high desert, under the best 
of weather conditions, and a perfect 
banner start. 

J.N, Roberts emerged as the leader at 
the first big sand hill, ten miles out, 
with Patrick and Rick Thorwaldson close 
behind. 

Roberts ran into difficulty, and Thor- 
waldson piloted his Rickman into the pits 
first, with Patrick right on his rear 
wheel. 

Then the mechnical gremlins got into 
Thorwaldson’s bike, and Patrick took 
over the lead, with Larry Bergquist 
close behind. 

The second loop was fifty miles long, 
but very fast. Patrick turned on the big 
Yamaha and came infor the win, Accord- 
ing to the winner, the race ‘‘was a good 
old-time Hare and Hound. Neat!’ 

Bergquist blew a clutch about ten miles 
out, and Rick Shirey took over second on 
a Bultaco. 





Tom Smith was next on a Husky, and 
Tom Poteet, the overall fourth place 
finisher, was the number one 250 ma- 
chine, 

Jim McClurg was next on a new Ya- 
maha 360, followed by Wayne Garrett on 
a Rickman, who was also first Amateur, 

Jon Thomas again took first Open class 
on the Triumph, while Eric Jensen seems 
to be the man to beat in the 125cc class, 
as he again took the win on a Sachs, 

First Novice went to Mike Mulconery 
and first 250 Novice was John Povich 
on a C-Z, 

The 100cc class hit the steep sandy 
hill about fifteen minutes after the big 
bikes, and there were still lots of riders 
still on the hill, 

Terry Clark was the first lightweight 
to hit the hill and workedhis way through 
the stalled riders onhis Harley Davidson, 
followed closely by Morgan, Both men had 
to push over the top, After this, the trail 
bogged down and there were riders all 
over it again. 

Morgan led through the pits by ten 
feet. But Clark ran into mechanical 
trouble and dropped out, so Morgan came 
in for the win, with Jeff Wright second 
on the Rickman, Doug Winchell third, 
taking first Novice on a Kawasaki, fol- 
lowed by Tom Brooks on a Hodaka, 

The Victors showed a lot of class, 
having blond Sandy Wysopal at the finish 
line, to act as trophy girl and give 
Patrick his due credit,

For the fourth time in the past six 
Friday night Expert Main Events at 
Ascot Park, the race was decided on the 
15th and final lap, 

Three factors produced an entirely 
new cast to run the finish down to the 
wire. Mark Brelsford came up with a 
broken valve in practice and was out 
of the running. Tom Rockwood and Mert 
Lawwill each won their heat races and 
rode in the Trophy Dash as two of the 
four fastest qualifiers. Then a throttle 
problem kept Mert back in third in the 
final, or at least helped to. Rockwood 
came up with gearbox”and tire problems 
and was forced out of the final in the 
second lap. 

The final started as a three rider run 
between Gene Romero, Dave Aldana and 
Lawwill, Triumph, BSA and Harley- 
Davidson, The story of how Aldana even 
got into the final is one by itself. 

In the heat race Aldana was quickly 
regulated to a third place finish with 
Romero topping Lawwill for the win, 
Dave used up most of the track and 
scraped a few boards to finish third and 
a transfer in to the Semi. 

At the start of the Semi Dave tried to 


-take the North turn without shutting off 


the throttle. He didn’t make it and 
neither has any other of the few that 
have tried over the years, 

Down went Dave, taking Dewayne Kee- 
ter, Paul Conserriere and Randy Smith 
along with him. Somehow or other, all 
walked away, but Keeter who had won the 
Main Event the week before, was without 
a machine, It was too badly damaged for 
the restart that was held up — waiting 
for Aldana. 

Aldana settled down long enough to win 
the Semi and go onto the final. This is 
how the young man from Santa Ana 
finally arrived in the Main Event, 

Along the way Lawwill and Rockwood 
put it on him in smooth fashion to again 
run one-two in the Dash, Aldana was 
third with previous Dash winner, Mel 
Lacher, in fourth, 

Rockwood ran into troubles on the first 
lap of the final. Lawwill was running a 
close third in the big one for the $2,000 
when his throttle started to stick, open, 
not shut. 

Romero looked more determined than 
he has in three years, In the late laps he 
opened a gap on Aldana that looked safe 
enough for the win, But this is Ascotand 
things can happen right down to the 
finish line, 

Happen they did as it appeared as 
though Romero tired during the final 
two laps and back came Aldana, still 
using most of the dirt on the turns, to 
catch Gene coming out of the final turn, 

Again it looked like a memory lapse 
as Gene left room between himself and 
the crashwall and Aldana had his ma- 
chine in between in the final few yards 
to the flag. At the finish the front tire, 
just the tire and not the wheel, of the 
650 BSA was in front with the near over- 


flow crowd nearly falling out of the 
stands! 

This coming Friday night finds the 
purse going to a new recordhigh with the 
addition of $1.00 per lap in the Expert 
final to the leader(s) and an additional 
$50.00 in the Dash to the winner, Well 
over $800.00 goes to the rider that takes 
it all, Few have.

GARDENA, CALIF. May 21, 1970— Moto- 
cross came to Ascot Park in a big way 
Thursday night, as nearly 300 riders 
and 3000 spectators were on hand for 
the inaugural of the weekly CMC events.

The track is for sale at a reported $4 
million plus figure, Also, the possibility 
of leasing the track has been brought up. 
Several interested buyers have been 
mentioned, although none by name, 

Most critics of the closing have de- 
cided that Filmways never had a chance 
of success due to improper balancing of 
racing and poor management, 

Perhaps the thing that the critics 
missed most on was the intention of 
Filmways to produce films and com- 

_mercials at the track and to lease out 
the facility to other movie productions 
for the same. Much of the Paramount 
Production of ‘‘Big Halsey and Little 
Fauss’’ was shot there, The film should 


be released soon. James Garner and 
Cherokee Productions have spent time 
on the facility and with the recentaccess 
to fresh water the entire SPIR facility 
would have taken on the air of a giant 
park with lakes, streams, trees and 
grass, 

Hopefully the next owners, if any, will 
continue on this line and with 736 acres

JERICHO, UTAH, May 17, 1970 — “We 
didn’t set the course up so it would kill 
you, but we did it up so that you will 
remember you were here,’’ — Rider’s 
Meeting, Cherry Creek Hare and Hound, 
1970. And the remembrances will notall 
be pleasant, as there were many prob- 
lems with the race, 


The major problem was that riders 
could not find the course, Over two 
hundred and fifty riders started the 100 
mile race, and it was 6 hours and 45 
minutes before the leaders, J.N. Roberts 
and Max Switzer, crossed the finish line, 
literally hand in hand, They were follow- 


ed by Cotton Guio, Morris Newman, and 
Adrian Nebeker — and that was it. 

Only five riders compled all three 
loops of the course, 


Cherry Creek is traditionally a rough 
race and a finishing list of 15% would be 
extremely high. This year, however, 
many riders found themselves beaten not 
by the course, but rather by their in- 
ability to find the check-points, In addi- 
tion the pits were confusion, and there 
was a false start to mar the beginning 
of the race, 

Despite all the problems, though, there 
can ‘be no detracting from the glory of 
those five riders who managed to finish, 
Almost every possible type of terrain 


that exists can be found within a few 
miles of Cherry Creek — sagebrush flats 
complete with deep washes, mountains 
with steep rocky uphills and frightening 
downhills, fire roads and forests, miles 
of the softest sand this side of the Sahara, 
and even some water to cross, The 
course covers it all, To ride Cherry 
Creek and finish is the mark of a rider, 
par excellence, 

Sweepstakes winner, Californian J.N. 
Roberts, (Husky), can exhibit the five 
foot high traveling trophy with pride. 
For Max Switzer from Nevada and Cotton 
Guio from Wyoming, also on Huskies,

All these efforts seemed to be leading 
up to the best Cherry Creek yet.

difficult. 

The Club was also hurting for workers, 
particularly experienced workers, Sev- 








eral members dropped out during the 
past year, and the tasks they normally 
would have performed had to be taken 
over by members unfamiliar with the 
jobs, In addition, the tasks of the club 
were more than doubled by the many 
inconsiderable spectators and pitracers 
present, Cherry Creek is ‘‘the big one” 


— the “must attend” event — of the year, 
although the difficulty of the course 
discourages many riders from partici- 
pating. This year the pit area was not 
well laid out, but any lay out would have 
presented problems due to spectators 
crowding into the area, crossing back 
and forth in front of the racers, riding 
around the pits trying to look like racers, 


and even getting out on the course and 
riding one of the loops.

ITS A BMW, BUT ITS SOMETHING ELSE AS WELL! 


Bob Frink, editor of The Motorcyclist’s Post, a New England monthly, had the good fortune to 
test the R75/5 for a week while in Munich. The new machine is more of a sports bike than any previous BMW,

MUNICH, GERMANY — Thanks to the 
combined efforts of Mike Bondy of But- 
ler & Smith and the BMW Factory, I 
was presented with one of BM’s new 
R75/5 models to use, not for just a few 
miles ride but for a full seven-days, 
Being an avid road rider and an owner 
of an R60, I was very anxious to compare 
one against mine, 

At present the city of Munichis under- 
going a mammoth construction boom, 
which accounts for several one-way 
streets and numerous detours, Starting 
from the center of the city and running 
northward, a new subway system is being 
built, and as a result there are tempor- 
ary trolley tracks all over. Much of 
Munich’s streets are still cobblestone, 
It was a nightmare to drive a car, let 
alone ride a new motorcycle with my 
wife, in a strange city. 

Therefore, the first sunny day we rode 
the machine out onto a newly built six- 
lane boulevard; and hopped on the Auto- 
bahn(a toll free, limited access highway 
connecting most of the larger German 
cities) toward the city of Stutgart. 

The machine handles unbelievably 
well, especially at high speeds and with 
Alice sitting in back of me, Although we 
had no helmets, fairings or gloves, the 
machine seemed to have uncontrolable 
speeds. When it was necessary to use 
the brakes, the machine came toa quick, 
positive slow down, — no jerking, bucking 
or squealing, and when power was again 
applied, the pick-up was fantastic, 

BMW has put far more horses in this 
model than the average road rider will 
ever want to use, Holding the machine 
at 100 klms. per hour, which is about 66 
mph, the tachometer remains steady at 
3500 rpms, At this rate the engine is in 
nothing more than a fast idle, and it 
pulled us along without bucking or jerk- 
ing. 
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Although this road was fairly flat, each 
time I applied a burst of full throttle, the 
machine jumped up so fast in speeds that 
I was forced to decelerate almost im- 
mediately, And you must remember, I 
was riding double. This machine, used 
on the hilly, winding roads of New Eng- 
land had best be used by a cautious 
rider, Again, the power is unbelievable! 


When I first heard the 1970 models 
were having a different size rim and 
tires on front and rear wheels, I was 
disappointed since it has been my policy 
with my current machine to rotate the 
wheels at mileage intervals. To con- 
tinue the practice it will be necessary 
to either change tires themselves from 
the rims, or to purchase a set of rims 
much like the average auto owner does 
for snow tires, 

A huge construction project is now 
underway on 3900 acres, of property 
adjacent to the BMW factory, preparing 
for the 1972 Olympics, It was here that 
I rode the machine solo through loose 
gravel, powdery sands and rocks that 
measured in sizes from golfballs to 
softballs. The handling ease was amaz- 
ing, — as compared to my R60, and that 
accounts for BMW’s engineers equip- 
ping the 1970 model with the larger rear 
tire. (While at the Dealer’s Meeting in 
N.J., I had an occasion to ride the R75 
model and noticed that I was able to spin 
the rear wheel on the gravel-turf at the 
rear of the Country Club. This was done 
accidentally, not realizing the power 
that is delivered from the 75 engine, 
again as compared to my R60.) 

The R75 is equipped with two special 
built Bing carburetors, and one of the 
first things an experienced BM enthusi- 
ast will discover is the awkward posi- 


tion of his right ankle, since these car- 
buretors are far larger than his previous 
one. After a few miles riding you get 
used to it and never know they’re there. 

The R75/5 is truly a remarkable road 
holding machine for pavement riding. 
While riding it solo I accelerated to 140 
klms, per hour on the speedometer then 
immediately removed both hands from 
the handlebars placing them on tank, 
then depressed the rear wheel brake 
with all my might, — no skidding, no 
squealing — just a quick, sure stop that 


machines for larger riders, 

The R75 comes equipped with an elec- 
tric starter, — the same starting motor 
that BM uses in their automobiles, The 
machine starts instantly. The starter is 
so wired that it is impossible to acci- 
dentally engage the starter motor while 
the engine is running, But watch out, the 
starter motor will engage if the engine 
idle is so slowed down that the red bat- 
tery charge lights shows on in the in- 
strument cluster dial. 

The newly equipped larger directional 


Germany and these machines had small- 
er gas tanks and upsweep exhaust, BMW 
presently has no plans to equip any of 
their three 1970 models with this type of 
woods riding accessories, according to 
local officials, 

As for my wife Alice, — her first 
thoughts of the new machine were the 
comfortable ride, not only on a short 
hop, but also on the two hundred mile 
ride toward Stutgart and she appreciated 
the newly designed seat rails. Even 
though she is not a rider, she posed for 





forced me to grab the edges of the tank 
for fear of being thrownacross the head- 
light. New England riders will also be 
impressed with the remarkable grip that 
the front wheel brake used alone has, 
The new, lighter hydraulic front fork 
seems to be bottomless. I tried three 
different times to hit bottom and again 
while riding the machine down the steep 
driveway of my hotel’s garage, all I 
could get was the sound of depressed 
air, Using both brakes together, as most 
road riders do, — well watch out, the 
inertia may send you and your passenger 
‘over the bars,’ This is by far the best 
brake equippped BM’s Ihave ever ridden. 

The year 1969 was the last production 
year for the Earls type front end, All 
machines are now equipped with the 
American type fork, which incidentally 
is lighter and steeper positioned than it 
had been and riders who claimed they 
squatted may sense themselves riding in 
a more ridged position, 

Even though this machine was not 
equipped with fairings, guards, etc., my 
wife Alice had no trouble holding the 
machine upright, something she has been 
unable to do with my R60. 

Mrs. Barbara Mott, wife of Syracuse, 
N.Y, Dealer Bill Mott, rode the machine 
around our hotel streets and was unable 
to touch her feet on the ground, She also 
felt, due to her small size, she had to sit 
up forward in the seat and lean over to 
grasp the short handlebars, This is also 
another indication BM is now building 


signals are really something and can be 
seen by both rider and other vehicles 
on the road very easily, Their size and 
brightness attracts instant attention, 

And the horn, — a loud shrill bell — 
like warning signal, a sound that cer- 
tainly will attract all who hear it, BM 
machines are strictly made for the road 
and touring, and no one can convince 
me differently, 

Mike Bondy of Bultler & Smith told us 
that BMW had entered two of their ma- 
chines in the ISDT event held in Septem- 
ber, but these machines were custom. 
We had a chance to view these machines 
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a photo and found the machine easy to 
hold in an upright position, without any 
help from kick stand or center stand, 

About the only disappointing aspect of 
this machine, — and the other two mod- 
els as well, is the unavilability of as- 
sorted colors. The machine is available 
in silver, black or white, not much more 
than what we’ve had in other years. 
However, one of the factory men pointed 
out to me that the new larger gas tank 
can be simply removed and the fenders 
taken off and painted to the new owners 
taste at small expense. 


The demand for the R75/5 and for that 
matter éhe other two models, will most 
certainly exceed the supply. During our 
visit to the factory in Berlin on October 
9th, two officials of the plant told me 
that their single assembly line can pro- 


duce one machine every seven minutes. 


provided there are no delays on the part 
of the part suppliers, 

It was a wonderful experience for 
myself and my wife Alice to be the first 
New Englanders to get a chance to ride 
this brand new model that has been in 
the production stage for aboutfive years, 
And to ride it in the country in which it 
originated makes it that much more 
memorable, After all, who else can say 
they rode the R75 on the German Auto- 
bahn six weeks before it was scheduled 
to arrive at New England Dealer’s shops, 

My thanks to BMW and Butler & Smith 
for making this possible.

Harley Rathbun, long time Harley- 
Davidson dealer and a lifetime motor- 
cycle enthusiast passed on Thursday, 
May 21st, at his Pomona home, Cause 
of death was Coronary failure. 

The father of the once famous Death 
Valley Run first became acquainted with 
motorcycles at the age of four when his 
father took up the sport. In 1914, the 
Senior Rathbun became a Harley- David- 
son dealer in Angola, Indiana and Harley 
took up a life-long association with two 
wheels working in his father’s shop after 
school and weekends, 

In 1920, Harley purchased the agency 
in San Bernardino and at the age of 23, 
became the youngest Harley-Davidson 
dealer in the company’s history. 

After years of forming new road riding 
clubs as he rambled from one dealership 
to another up and down the state, Harley 
enlisted Eddie Wickam, Lloyd McCombs 
Darroll Peacor and Sherman Ames, 
along with other leading road riders at 
the time, Among them, the Southern 
California Road Rider’s Committee was 
created in 1954, The RRC is still oper- 
ating and as a group has advanced the 
cause of road riding in the Southland 
more than any other single group or 
activity. 

Seldom remembered, Harley Rathbun 
was the father of the famous Death 
Valley Run which became the largest 
road rally in the world, It started as a 

_ dealer promotion with 18 Southland deal- 
ers and sportsmen including such per- 
sonages as Skip Fordyce, Joe Walker, 
and Dick Hutchins, They met in Harley’s 
living room in July of 1955 and planned

During the past ninety days, nine sepa- 
rate land-used actions have occurred, 
The press has had a heyday. They not 
only failed to verify much of the infor- 
mation, but blended all the pieces into 
one big hodge-podge that has left every- 
one up in the air, And we, the motor- 
cyclists, are not without sin, either, We 
also have rabble-rousers in our midst! 

I certainly am not advocating that we 
sit idly by...but let’s react rationally; 
examine the problem; and respond ef- 
fectively. 


THE PROBLEM 
1. The USFS announced the closure of 
selected areas to vehicles in several of 
the National Forests, 
2. The USFS also announced the esta- 
blishing of vehicle control areas in 
several of the National Forests. 
3, The BLM announced the results of a 
year-long study. Summarized, they con- 
clude that vehicle use of BLM-controlled 
land will fall into one of three categories: 

A, No vehicles allowed. 

B, Vehicle use limited to specific 

trails, roads, and areas, 
C, Unlimited vehicle used, subject only 
to common courtesy. 

4, Mr, J.R. Penney, State Director of the 
BLM, issued a statement that lands fall- 
ing in category 3.B, (above) might be 
temporarily closed until sufficient money 
and manpower can be made available for 
the enforcement of vehicle controls. 
5, The BLM closed the Panoche Hills 
riding area near Fresno, According to 
the BLM, this is the only BLM-controlled 
area in California which has been closed 
at this time, 
6. Four separate Bills were introduced 
in the State Legislature involving tres- 
pass and restricted use of state-con- 
trolled public lands by off-the-road ve- 
hicles, 
7, Several cities and counties have re- 
acted to ‘nuisance complaints’ by tighten- 
ing controls against trespass upon pri- 
vate lands and property. 
8. At least one county has submitted a 
resolution to the State Dept of Parks and 
Recreation asking for a ban prohibiting 
off-the-road vehicles in a state park, 
9. State parks are charging a $1 per day 
fee for motorcycles entering the park, 
even though they are never unloaded 
from the transporting vehicle,

who are anti-motorcycle only because we 
infringe upon their use of the public land. 
These persons do not outnumber us, but 
they are twenty years ahead of us, Ithas 
been that long since they started forming 
common organizations to preserve and 
protect their interests, 

And now, we are doing the same, Those 
who oppose us know that once we become 
organized, we will be in the driver’s 
seat with respect to land-use, If they are 
ever going to stop us, they must do it 
now before we get stronger. They are 
using every possible resource to enact 
prohibitory laws, The pressures being 
put on land-use agencies by the anti- 
motorcyclists are tremendous, and it 
appears that some elements are yielding 
to that pressure, 

Unfortunately, the general public tends 
to think of all motorcyclists in terms of 
the ‘ten-percenters’ who still foster the 
old image of the hell-raising rowdy who 
defies authority and is oblivious to the 
rights and privileges of others. And the 
public does this because those who op- 
pose us capitalize upon the adverse 
actions of the ‘ten-percenters’. Most of 
the persons who complain vehemently 
about motorcycles, really have no axe to 
grind and no first-hand knowledge. They 
are merely responding to hearsay, or to 
garbled news coverage. We can play right 
into the opposition’s hands in many ways, 
but the two best methods are to: 

1. Promote the old image by being irre- 
sponsible and disrespectful of others. 
This will provide them with ‘facts’ that 
can be stretched out of proportion and 
used to turn public sentiment againstus, 


or, 
2, Sit on your b---s (Bikes) and donoth- 
ing. 


THE CURE 

We can lick the land-use problem if 
you will follow these leads: 
1.1 can accept the fact that the USFS 
and the BLM are working for the best 
interests of the total public by enacting 
vehicular restrictions in selectedareas.

opponents. On behalf of the entire MORE 
membership, I have informed our two 
Senators and 38 Representatives in
